Dr. Castro-Gutierrez further reports: Bills of health from ports 
south of Callao show smallpox present in Chile, at Antofagasta, Sep- 
tember 30, with 8 cases (7 deaths) ; at Talcahuano, September 23, with 
10 cases during previous two weeks; and at Valparaiso, prevalent. 
At Iquique (Chile) plague was reported October 1, with 3 deaths 
occurring during previous two weeks, and at Mollendo (Peru), October 
3, present.

The following statement of the status of cholera in the Regency of 
Tunis was received from the ministry of foreign affairs at Paris: 

During the period from October 14 to 22, 775 cases of cholera, with 
516 deaths, were reported in the city of Tunis and the localities situ- 
ated within the civil jurisdiction of the city.
